PHILADELFHIA, April 1.—Postmaster 
General Wanamaker made his first pub- 
lic utterances yesterday, on the ques- 
tion of high license and prohibition. 
He declared in favor of the constitu- 
tional amendment, and exhorted the 
800 persons who listened to his words to 
work, pray and vote for it. He said: 


The man who will not sign a temper- 
ance pledge, though he does not need 
it himself, to help a weaker brother, is 
not as much of a man as he thinks him- 
self. Christ said: "Deny yourselves, 
take up the cross and follow me." There 
is no need to be dnink, to be under the 
infiuence of wine. 
The man who takes 
only a little and will not give it up is as 
much controlled by it as if he was an ha- 
bitual drunkard. He is under the influ- 
ence because he won't give it up. 
What 
is the reason you won't 
stand 
out for the amendment? 
Because you like a glass of beer ? You 
say: "I want to be free to take an oc- 
casional drink if I feel like it." What 
influence keei» you fi-om voting for the 
'amendment ? Is not it the influence of 
the glass of beer ? There are thousands 
of men in the city who do not get 
drunk. They say: "We have the right 
to drink if we want to; to sell it, to buy 
it, or to give it away." A man may not 
drink it at all, but he may be under the 
influence of the liquor spirit. He will 
say, " I am a temperance man, but 
I am in business and the liquor 
peoi^e deal with me, so I 
won't 
say 
anything 
against it."' 
Now 
what influence is he under! It 
is the same with many a politician, 
^ e is afraid Ko -wou'i got, votwa, so tfc is 
silent on the liquor «juestion. When a 
minister or a teacher refuses to speak 
out on this question he is ruled by the 
liquor interests. 
The drunkard who 
votes for prohibition is a freer man than 
the total abstainer who carries water on 
both shoulders and 
then 
votes for 
liquor, or to put it in the harness of high 
license. Just as the saloon keeper must 
answer for every glass he sells, so we 
must answer for voting for liquor. 


It is simply a question of whether or not 
we are in favor of the saloon. 
It is not 
a question of high 
license. The 
quibble 
that prohibition 
does not 
prohibit has nothing to do with 
it. 
The law against stealing 
does 
not prevent stealing. 
The same power 
that puts the amendment on our consti- 
tution will attend to the enforcement of 
the law. 
It is our duty to make it as 
difficult to get liquor as it is to get poi- 
son. 
License means that the city, the 
state and the saloon keeper shall ^o into 
pai-tnei-ship to ruin men, to build up 
jails, alms houses, hospitals and houses 
of correction and to keep up the taxes. 
God is going to count the votes. 
Vote 
for prohibition and you will be voting 
for Him, for order, for religion and for 
the highest civilization. 
He will see 
every ballot. 
When you go home to- 
night go down on your knees, every one 
of you and pray God to help you to car- 
ry the amendment.

AT a recent meeting of the Bepublican 
Business Men's association, of New 
York, one of the members read an essay i 
showing ihat there were 3,000,000 idle 
•workingmen in the country, in spite of 
protection and high taxes.

hsts by introducing a resolution en- 
quiring the cause of the enforced idle- 
ness. 
A committee is now wrestling 
with the question. 


THE newspapers say 
that $100,000 
worth of real estate changed hands in 
Evansville last week. 
At every meeting 
of the Merchants Exchange 
standing 
is at a premium. 
The way to boom a 
city is to boom it, and the citizens of 
Fort Wayne can do good work in that 
direction by attending the meetings of 
the Business Men's Exchange. 
There 
is to be a meeting this evening, by the 
way, and a proposition to establish big 
steel works and a church furniture fac- 
tory here comes np for consideration. 


THE citizens of Allen county • should 
take hold of the proposition to free some 
of the toll roads this summer. 
The new 
la-vv', while not all that could be desired, 
is operative. It decrees that if fifty free- 
holder citizens of a township petition 
the commissioners to order a township 
election to vote upon the purchase of 
any gravel road running through the 
township, the commissioners must cause 
such election to be held. 
If a majority 
vote for the "purchase," the county 
commissioners shall appoint one viewer 
and one engineer, who shall act with 
one viewer appointed by the company 
and appraise the road. 
If the road is 
purchased the commissioners shall issue 
bonds of the county to the company 
selling such road, payable in install- 
ments, or at annual inter^'als, not ex- 
ceeding in all the period of five years, at 
6 per cent, interest payable annually. 
A special tax is to be levied upon the 
township purchasing the road to meet 
the interest and pay the bonds. 
If the 
company owning the road is not satis- 
fied with the appraisement, and refuses 
to accept it, the proceedings aU fall to 
the ground. 
Companies are not com- 
pelled to accept any price agreed upon 
by the appraisers, but when the gravel 
road corporations are 
stubborn, the 
county commissioners can open up side 
roads to kill the business of the toll road 
monopolists. 
That would be a good 
scheme anyway. 


IT is now asserted that the bill au- 
thorizing a loan of $1,400,000 is uncon- 
stitutional, because it is not "to meet 
casual deficits in the revenue; to pay the 
interest on the state debt; to repel in- 
vasion, suppress insurrection, or, if hos- 
tilities be threatened, provide for the 
public defense." The loan is needed for 
anticipated deficits, but the constitutit>n 
says nothing about deficits. It is tho 
opinion of the lawyers whose advice ii 
accepted by the bond bidders that, with- 
out such a declaration or statement in 
the act, if might be decided unconstitu- 
tional, and in consequence there would 
be some risk in buying the bonds. How 
ever, the act is exactly similar to that of 
1885 authorizing the temporary loan of 
$600,000. 
The only difference in the 
two acts is the amount of the loan. 
The purchasers of the bonds of 1885 
raised no question as the validity of the 
enactment authorizing the loan, but if, 
as the advisers of the German Savings 
bank think, it is necessary that the 
law should declare tkat the money is 
needed to meet a deficit, or to pay inter- 
est, as the case may be, the outstanding 
bonds are under a doud. 
If the state 
fails to obtain mon^y on the bonds that 
Treasurer Lemoke will take to New 
York Indiana's financial affairs will be 
in the worst possible state, and it is not 
improbable that the govemor will be 
foroed to oall an extra session of the 
l^pslatare to make some provision for 
oanying on the govermaent. 
It is ad> 
mitted by the sti^ offioera thai it would 
be impondUe to get along until the next 
seedcmof the legidatnre without the 
flnanfiial relief that has been expected.

THAT MAIiOOlf TAX. 


OiVkC «he T u Vp*n B«er Saloon« be 
liOM XteaVlM« loapoMd on 
ThoM Sollinr iriii«ky? 


To tUe Editor oi The 
SKKTINBL: 


I am in receipt of a request from a 
warm, personal friend asking me to give 
through T H K S S I M I N B I I my views as to 
the advisability of making the munici- 
pal tax on saloons retailing distilled 
liquors $260, but discriminating in 
favor of saloons retailing only beer by 
taxing them but $50 or at most $100. 


The e3q)erience of other cities has been 
against tJ^e advisability of doing this. 
They have found that a laige number of 
saloon proprietors, who take out these 
beer licenses, will under them sui-repti- 
tiously engage in also selling distilled 
liquors. 
I believe that any law which 
encourages the substitution of beer for 
spiritous liquors is in the Interests of 
temperance. 


It is an encouraging sign of the times, 
that Americans are drinking each year 
less whisky and more beer in propor- 
tion to their number. If I thought it 
possible to absolutely restrict the busi- 
ness of some saloons to the sale of beer 
I should favor a much lower tax upon 
them than I would levy upon such as 
also sell distilled liquors. 


But the experience of Fort Wayne is 
like most other cities. 
Our (iity and 
police officials could not be depended 
upon to enforce the law against saloon 
proprietors who, while paying the lower 
tax put upon beer, would still sell whisky 
freely to those who asked for it, and the 
result would quickly be, that no whisky 
tax would be paid by anybody. 
It is 
barely possible that a mayor might be 
elected, a council chosen, and a police 
force organized which would properly 
enforce such a law, but it is exi^eediugly 
unlikely to happen under our f(X)l way 
of voting for these city officials simply 
because 
the 
candidate 
i« a 
democrat or a republican. 


editor of T H E S E N T I N E I I will bear 
me out in saying, that when it comes to 
voting for a candidate for a political of- 
fice, I can be relied upon to vote a pret- 
ty straight republican ticket, but I want 
to say right here, that in municipal af- 
fairs, I believe a man's character and 
ability are a thousand fold more imjiort- 
ant than his politics. 
I believe the 
great mass of both parties are of the 
same manner of thinking, and that they 
would 
welcome any 
movement that 
would emancipate them from the control 
of ward politicians of both parties. 
^ 
This is a deniocratic city. 
If any 
movement should be made, l<x>kiug 
to the advancement of the city's highest 
interest by the selet!ti()u of a people's 
ticket at the coming spring elections, 
great care should be taken that no occa- 
sion is given for the assertion that it is 
only an attempt to get some republican 
into office. I would go so far as to advise, 
that every name selected to go ui)on such 
a ticket should be that of a democrat 
Nominate such a man for mayor as 
Judge Zollars, Henry C. Berghoff, or 
Charles McCulIoch, and I thihk he 
would receive the support of men of all 
parties. 
Tlien select etjually as good 
men for city treasurer, clerk and mar- 
shall, and put into the council the best 
possible material uttainable, and Fort 
Wayne will certainly secure an adminis- 
tration of its city affairs far in advance 
of anything we can reasonably expect 
under the old system of leaving these 
liositions of trnst to be scrambled for by 
men seeking only their jxirsonal ends.
